Attlee, made this statement yester- 
day, when he addressed a joint 
meeting of the Canadian House of 
Commons and Senate in Ottawa. 
The bonds uniting the British 
Commonwealth, he said, were not 
material, but spiritual. The strands 
which compose them are the accept- 
ance of law, belief in and practice 
of the principles of democracy and 
liberty, and acknowledgment of a 
common standard of moral values. 
“It is, in my view, precisely 
these spiritual ties,” said = Mr. 
Attlee, “ which must bind together 
all the nations of the world if we 
are to make the United Nations’ 
Organisation a living entity, and if 
we are to establish peace on sure 
foundations. The work done at 
San Francisco was valuable, but 
the designing and perfecting of a 
machine 
there is power to make it move.” 
Speaking of demobilisation and 
rehabilitation problems in Britain, 
he said that in no country engaged 
in war was a me degree of 
austerity imposed than upon the 
people than in the United Kingdom. 
Their food situation was still very 
difhcult, and their rations were on 
a scale only barely sufhcient to 
maintain health. Coal, too, was in 
short supply, and clothing, shoes 
and home furnishings were scanty 
and housing was scarce. 


DOLLAR POSITION 

At a Press conference, when 
talking of Britain’s trade position, 
the Premier said that Britain wanted 
to solve its trade balance problem 
by exporting more rather than im- 
porting less. “As you know, our 
position in regard to dollars is a 
difficult one,” he said, “and, in 
order to see how best it can be met, 
discussions are going on in Wash- 
ington, and will be followed by 
talks in Ottawa; but until we see 
how those talks go, it is not possible 
for-me to make any definite state-

No Agreement in 
Loan Talks 


The Anglo-American trade and 
financial talks are building up to 
another crisis, with the possibility of 
total failure again being tentatively 
discussed in quarters close to the 
British delegation, says Reuter. 


There is no question of a new/¢ 
deadlock. Negotiations are continu- 


ing daily and the hi American 
quarters are still optimistic. It may 
be stated authoritatively, however, 
that no early solution is in sight, 
and the talks are entering their ninth 
week with the delegates on both 
sides showing increasing signs of 
strain and fatigue. . 

The. total amount of the loar 
the British delegation are still hold- 
ing out strongly for is $4,000,000,000 
(£1,000,000,000). The Americans are 
insistin that $3,500,000,000 
(£875,000,000) is all that Congress 
will allow. This difference still 
remains to be ironed out after the 
presentation of a new set of 
American ‘proposals last Friday.

Belsén Defence 
Annoys Russia 


(THE procedure at the Belsen trial 
has greatly encouraged the 
defenders of other Nazi killers, 
Moscow Radio said yesterday. 
The men who had assumed the 
defence of the monsters of Dachau 
had dared to object to the act of 
accusation on the pretext that this 
document: did not mention all the 
names of all the victims and did 
not state precisely the time and 
place of each crime. 
“Will these men insist that the 
fathers and mothers of victims bear 
witness to the exact day and hour 
when the children were done to 
death?” 

The trial of the leading Nazis at 
Nuremberg will definitely open at 
10 a.m. to-day and will proceed as 
scheduled, it was announced last 
night by the spokesman for the 
British Prosecutor’s office, says 
Reuter. 

Twenty of the 22 mé@jor Nazis 
will appear, and the trial will go 
lahead without further delay, despite 
the illness of the chief Soviet pro- 
secutor, General Rudenko.

VERMEER 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

SIR—lIn two weekly illustrated 
papers published on November 3rd 
appeared the long overdue an- 
nouncement that the painting 
“Christ and the Disciples at 
Emmaus,” purchased for the 
Boymans Museum, Rotterdam, in 
1938 for over £70,000, was not the 
work of Johannes Vermeer, of 
Delft, although bearing his signa- 
ture, and that it is a forgery by a 
modern artist, Han Van Meegeran, 
who, strange to relate, has not only 
admitted the forgery, but also 
offered to ms it, which he has 
done - emonstrating with his 
brush fore the eyes of the 
“experts” that he must be as great 
an artist as Vermeer. But, apart 
from the disclosure of an 
Meegeran, this picture could not 
have been the work of Vermeer 
of Delft, nor of any of the accom- 
plished painters who were his con- 
temporaries in Holland, for every 
reason under the sun. 

Neither could Vermeer have 
painted any one of the following 
three pictures (although accepted as 
genuine by Hofstede de Groot. and 
the professors and doctors of all 
the picture lleries in Europe), 
irrespective of whether Han | 
Meegeran claims to have painted 
any of these, or whether he does

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Government, in which all 
parties, except the Communists were 
represented. They have celebrated 
the Allied victory by breaking up 
the coalition Government and re- 
turning to a gs party administra- 
tion. Mr. Per-Albin Hansson and 
his Social Democrats have a clear 
majority in the Upper, or first 
Chamber, as it is called; but are de- 
| onn for their majority in the 

ower, or second, Chamber upon 
the support of the Communists, 
who number 15 out of a total of 
230 deputies. 

Hansson is a man whom few 
people love, but no one hates. His 
worst critics say no more of him 
than that he is a Swedish Baldwin 
representing the soft woolly centre 
of the nation. This is an unfair 
judgment—unfair, 1 mean, to 
Hansson. He was good enough to 
receive me in the marble and 
chromium steel building from which 
he has successfully directed the 
destinies of Sweden for the last 
thirteen years—that is to say; longer 
than any other European Prime 
Minister, with the exceptions of 
Salazar and de Valera. He struck 
me as a sane, straightforward, 
shrewd and modest man. He talked 
to me about the twenty-seven 
points which his Government 
recently put forward as their pro- 
gramme. Though Sweden has 
lived under a Socialist Government 
for so many years, very few big 
industries have so far 
nationalised. Those so far taken 
over by the State are the Bank of 
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
